The subject of Jesus has been ex- 
ploited by the pen of man since man 
first became familiar with the text of 
holy writ, yet it cannot become taint- 
ed or over exploited.

“word” ‘sharing the envious position 
and glory accorded none other since, 
or doubtless will ever be’''So far as 
we have record this first begotten Son 
was nameless except as ‘the Lord 
“God” or “God the Son” or “The 
Word.”

GOD LOOKS ON 
THE HEART

“For the Lord seeth not as man 


seeth; for man looketh on the outward 
appearance, but the Lord looketh on 
the heart.” I Sam. 16:7b. 

The words of the text were spoken 
by the Lord Himself when Samuel, the 
prophet, was beginning to anoint 
Eliab, Jesse’s oldest son, as king. Eliab 
was tall and noble looking perhaps 
and Samuel thought, on account of his 
outward appearance, that he was the 
one the Lord had chosen, but the Lord 
knew David’s heart. Even though he 
was the youngest, he was the Lord’s 
chosen. He was strong and brave and 
more thah once he fought with lions 
and bears and killed them. And David, 
as young as he was, thought of God 
and prayed to Him and often sang 
songs about the goodness of God to 
His people. 

Man looketh on the outward appear- 
ance but the Lord looketh on the heart. 
Many times now you will see a person 
who does not dress so well, or have a 
very good countenance and the world 
will not have anything todo with 
them, and often will not even speak to 
them, but if they have the fire and 
glory of God in their hearts, God is 
pleased with them. God looketh on the 
heart. On the other hand, you may see 
a person who dresses to suit the world 
and goes to parties, shows, and such 
like and somehow they have a great 
attraction for the world, but God 
knows all things. He knows they are 
not right, and their reward will come 
sooner or later. God will not always 
sin cursed 
world. The people who now live in sin, 
doing everything they can against the 
few people who are trying to live 
right, will sometimes call on God, but 
He will not hear them then. They will 
cry and pray for the rocks and moun- 
tains to fall on them and hide them 
from the wrath of God.

He 
blessed all that came to Him. The peo- 
ple marveled at His great power. He 
spoke as never man spake. He lived 
and loved as none other had and on 
down thru the ages His influence has 
lived. Despite the unbelief of today 
pertaining to His miraculous birth, 
His mission to the world, ete., the 
world cannot get away from Him. He 
is imbedded in the world’s history. 
“In the beginning was the Word.” All 
history before Bethlehem converges 
toward Him, all history since Calvary 
diverges from Him. It is impossible 
to eradicate His character and influ- 
ence from the world. He is before all 
things and by Him all things hold to- 
gether. We have these words from 2n 
avowed and hostile agnostic, “Jesus 
Christ, come back. The tones of thy 
dear voice have not died away. In 
spite of false creeds and wizards and 
priests the heart of our age still turns 
to you. Touch the sorcery of our time 
and wake us from the vile enchant- 
ment of fear and foolish hate. Deliver 
us from the doom of dead things, 
bring back love and make all hearts 
into one.” Atheists with their false 
philosophy and science have tried to 
prove away the truth but they only 
become entangled in their own guess- 
es. His influence lives on. “He it is 
who everywhere fills the universe 
with Himself.” He is everywhere in 
nature. When the water blushed into 
wine at His presence and when He 
walked over the sea as if it were 
solid pavement under His feet, when 
the waves crouched at His feet in 
humble submission, and when He 
withered the fig tree, He was simply 
filling the physical universe with 
Himself and asserting His authority 
over it.

The passageway to Heaven for 
man had been blocked and something 
had to be done, a sacrifice had to be 
made, and Jesus! yes, Jesus the 
Prince of Glory was to be offered as 
this sacrifice. He left His home in 
Glory, took upon Him the form of 
man to teach men the way of truth 
and light and then in the end to give 
Himself as a peace offering or a sac- 
rifice to make ‘reconciliation between 
God and man. The meaning of His 
life and death is that He lived in the 
heart of that conflict which every hu- 
man experience illustrates once more. 
We see Him journeying on, opening 
up the way to Heaven’s gate, going 
the way before us. It seems as tho’ 
He keeps looking back to us and say- 
ing, “So far all is well,” and still He 
moves on and the shadows darken 
across His path, but still His voice 
reaches us and the message is the 
same. At last the way passes thru the 
garden and up the hill and the dark- 
ness is complete and He is alone but 
His voice still comes back to us, “All 
is’ well,” and God’s Word is true and 
at last the Word that holds all “Fa- 
ther,” yes, “Jesus opened up the way 
to Heaven’s gate,” and His invitation 
still rings out, “Come unto me all ye 
that are weary and heavy laden and 
I will give you rest.”

SPIRITUAL 
INDIFFERENCE 


T. J. Milligan 

“Woe to them that are at ease in 
Zion.” Amos 6:1. Amos was a minor 
prophet, also a herdman of Tekoa in 
the year of Uzziah, king of Judah. He 
beheld with a prophetical eye the cap- 
tivity and destruction of Israel and 
Judah. As he begins to look upon their 
indifference in many things his spirit 
begins to be stirred within him; a woe 
is pronounced on them. Woe means 
calamity, grief, sorrow, curse. This 
refers to the people in Zion and not 
to sinners and as things under the law 
are a type'or a shadow of things to 
come, we cal follow the shadow until 
it will lead us to the body which cast 
it. So we follow the law or shadow un- 
til it brings us to the body which is 
the Church of God or the body of 
Christ (Col. 1:18; 2:16,17) and as we 
see so much indifference among our 
people in the church to-day, we feel 
like crying out as Amos did and trying 
to get the people to see the need of 
keeping the ordinances of God. 

Some are becoming indifferent about 
attending services and Sunday School. 
Some are indifferent about the doc- 
trine. Paul said in 1 Tim. 4:16 to take 
heed unto thyself and unto the doc- 
trine and not only to take heed but to 
continue in them and we will not only 
Save ourselves but them that hear us. 
I have known some to take a great in- 
terest in having some folks brought to 
time and disfellewshipped from the 
church for a herectical doctrine then 
some other preacher would come and 
take charge of the work and would get 
up and make remarks about the mem- 
bers who had been guilty of heresy 
and other things and say they had 
been falsely accused and turned out. 
Paul said in 1 Tim. 4:1, “Now the 
spirit speaketh expressly that in latter 
times some shall depart from the 
faith, giving heed to seducing spirits 
and doctrines of devils.” There never 
was a time when there were as many 
false doctrines as now. You can hardly 
go into a home without finding some 
kind of a book or literature that has 
false doctrine in it. If the members of 
the Church of God were as interested 
in getting our literature and books in- 
to the different homes as the other 
folks are in getting their literature 
there, we would see a_ great result 
from the effects of other people read- 
ing our literature. I have known some 
of our members to say they were not 
able to buy any of our books or sub- 
scribe for the Church of God Evangel, 
but let some slick tongued agent come 
along with some kind of a book with 
all kinds of false doctrine in it, and 
they will buy it at once. I have been 
surprised lots of times when going in- 
to homes where they would say, Bro- 
ther, here is a good book I bought the 
other day, read it and see what you 
think of it. At once [ would find that 
it contained false teaching and the 
party had never been able to detect 
it until it was pointed out to them. 

There are hundreds of other things 
that could be mentioned that we are 
becoming indifferent about. We find 
in reading 2 Chr. 34:14 that when 
they had brought out the money that 
was brought into the house oftheLord, 
Hilkiah the priest found the book of 
the law of the Lord given by Moses. 
They found by reading this book that 
the ordinances of Godhadn’t been kept. 
This stirred the spirit of fidelity in the 
king and they began keeping the or- 
dinances and there were Done kept like 
it from the days of Samuel. Now the 
law of God or the Bible has been hid- 
den from the people thru the dark 
ages but thank God someone has found 
it and we are living in the time that 
Zechariah said, “But it shall come to 
pass that at evening time there shall 


be light.” Zech. 14:7. David said, 
“Thy Word is a lamp unto my feet 
and a light unto my pathway.” Psa. 


115:105. Now Jesus said, “Yet a little 
while is the light with you, walk while 
ye have the light lest darkness come 
upon you. He that walketh in darkness 
knoweth not whither he goeth.” John 
12:35. Now if the Word was a lamp 
unto the feet of David, it surely is a 
lamp unto our feet, so let us walk in 
the light of God’s Word and keep the 
ordinances of God and see God bless 
the church as never before. 

Some folks become indifferent about 
paying the Lord what belongs to Him. 
The Lord spake thru the prophet Mala- 
chi and said, “Even from the days of 
your fathers ye are gone away from 
mine ordinances, and':have not: kept 
them. Return unto me, and I will re 
turn unto you, saith the Lord of' host. 
But ye said; Wherein’shall we return ?” 
Mal. 3:7. Thea im verse 8 he asked a 
question, “Will a mah’ rob God? Yet ye 
have: robbed me; But' ye“say’ wherein’ 





ferings.” So he tells us how to return 
unto Him and bring our tithes into the 
storehouse and He will open the win- 
dows of Heaven and pour out a bless- 
ing that there will not be room to re- 
ceive it, and will rebuke the devourer 
for our sake. Say, Church of God peo- 
ple, did you ever stop to think that 
you not paying your tithes is partly to 
blame for the financial condition that 
exists to-day? O God, help us to awake 
in Zion. God tells us in His Word what 
to do and what not to do so let’s get 
busy. Let God take an X ray picture of 
us and turn on the search light of His 
eternal Word and see ourselves as God 
sees us and begin to walk in the light 
of His Word. Some of our people are 
at ease in Zion when it comes to pay- 
ing tithes, but let the pastor fail to 
fill his appointment and they are ready 
to growl. When an offering is taken 
up for him after he has walked eight 
or ten miles through the mud,rain or 
snow they will hunt over the 
quarters and half dollars for a nickel 
to put in the offering, but they are the, 
first one to find fault with the pastor 
and criticize him for not being on time 
to fill every appointment regardless of 
whether he is sick or well. They don’t 
ever think about whether he has shoes 
to wade snow and mud or whether he 
has a suit of clothes to wear or wheth- 
er his family has any clothes, food or 
fuel to keep them warm. I know a pas- 
tor that had to burn slack coal all 
Winter and I heard one of his mem- 
bers grumbling about a little slack 
coal being in his lump coal and repri- 
manded the hauler about it. I thought, 
“My Lord, your pastor would be glad 
to have that kind of coal to burn.” 
“Woe to them that are at ease in 
Zion.” Some of our people will criticize 
other people for not accepting sancti- 
fication and the Holy Ghost and the 
Church of God when the Lord said in 
Mal. 3:12 that if we would keep His 
ordinances and bring all our tithes into 
the storehouse that all nations would 
call us blessed; “For ye shall be a de- 
lightsome land,” saith the’ Lord of 
Host.If we want other people to see the 
light and walk in it, let us do what God 
says to do and they will see how God 
is blessing us and will get hungry for 
the same blessings we have and will 
come like Jeremiah said, Jer. 50:4, 5, 
“In those days and that time, saith the 
Lord, the children of Israel shall come, 
they and the children of Judah togeth- 
er, going and weeping. They shall go 
and seek the Lord their God. They 
shall ask the way to Zion with their 
faces thitherward, saying, Come and 
let us join ourselves to the Lord in a 
perpetual covenant that shall not be 
forgotten.” Oh glory, I feel something 
in my soul now. In my imagination I 
can almost see them coming now. O 
God, help us to become stirred in Zion 
until every member will have such a 
holy zeal for God that we can say like 
David, For the zeal of thine house hath 
eaten me up. Lord, I have loved the 
habitation of thy house and the place 
where thine honor dwellest. We hear 
people say, I love the Church of God 
with all my heart, yet they fail to keep 
her ordinances. Jesus said, If a man 
love me he will keep my words and my 
father will love him and we will come 
unto him and make our abode’ with 
him. John 14:23. So if we love Him 
and His church, let’s prove our love 
to Him by keeping His Word hid away 
in our hearts until it will be a pleasure 
and a joy to do the things the Word 
tells us to do. Let us not be spiritually 
indifferent any more, but wide awake, 
and march on with our banner hoisted 
to the breeze until all people can see 
it, for God said, “Woe to them that are 
at ease in Zion.” May God bless the 
church as never before.

The Loss of Spirit- 
ual Power

The lesson is taken from the lost 
ax head. 2 Kings 6:1-23. 

The lesson for us from this incident 
is the danger of losing spiritual power 
or effectiveness. The man did not lose 
his whole ax but the effective part 
of it without which he was useless in 
the work. That is where we need to 
be on our guard. Satan does not mind 
if we keep our knowledge and our 
doctrines but he wishes to rob us of 
the effective part which is spiritual 
power. 

Notice the ax head was lost in the 
midst of service while felling a beam. 
It is possible to be so occupied in 
work that we lose the one thing that 
makes work of spiritual value. I am 
Sure we give our time and labor to 
other work more than we do the work 
of God. 

We will notice some of the things 
the man did not lose. He did not lose 
his ax handle but he could not do 
much at felling trees with an ax han- 
dle. Satan does not care how much 
We testify, preach, or sing. He doesn’t 
care for these little weak prayers. But 
listen, Satan fears that power of a 
Christian life. It is foolish to try to 
go on using the handle with the head 
gone. We may go on trying to work 
or preach, testify, pray, or sing with- 
out the power but there will be noth- 
ing accomplished without the power 
of God. 

He kept his place among the work- 
men. He was still there but could do 
nothing. We may retain our place as 
workers, swing the ax handle as if 
we were working, and all our spirit- 
ual power be gone. We may still be 
a church member and fill our place 
in singing or testifying but fail to live 
a life of holiness, lie, deceive, or rob 
God of His tithes. Listen, such a life 
has lost that which is effective and 
that is the power of a godly life. If 
we do not live truthful lives 
before this sinful world our testi- 
monies and preaching will have no 
effect for we haven’t the power of a 
life lived for God. Some wonder why 
they can’t have power. My friend, you 
may not jump high or shout as some, 
but if you live a godly life ‘in this 
world, the power of your life will be 
effective on someone else.

God has committed to us a 
Gospel. with life giving power. The 
hour is soon coming when we have 
to. face the judge to give an account 
of the way we have used it. If we 
have lost it or permitted it to lose 
hold upon our interest and affection, 
let us confess to the Master. An hon- 
est confession is good for the soul. I 
am made to believe we must be ever 
willing to confess our wrongs if we 
would have the power and favor of 
God in our lives.
